Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: As disclosed In Ogura et al, the first data (data 
recorded on a first generation CD) has a sampling frequency (fs) of 44.1 kHz and the relevant data (data recorded on a second 
generation CD) has a sampling frequency of 2.8224 MHZ or 64fs which is wider than the frequency of the first data. Since the sampling 
period or cycle is equal to 1/(sampljng frequency), the sampling period or cycle of the relevent darta is equal to 1/(2.8224NHZ) or 1/(64fs) 
whirn is shorter than the sampling period or cycle of the first data which is equal to 1/(44.1 KHZ). Clearly, Ogura et al do show that the 
rel*>Vant data are sampled at a cycle or period shorter than that of the first data as recited in claims 37-38 . 
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
